German soldiers just as it is true 
of the German officers. Among the 
secret documents of the German 
command captured at the southern 
front is an order of the 76th Ger- 
man Infantry Division No. 665-41 
which says: “War prisoners and 
individuals among the local popula- 
tion should be used for work in- 
yolving risks of Me.“ This is a 
document of murderers and it 
clearly testifies to the fact that 
fiendish crimes committed by the 
German soldiery and officers are 
not crimes of individuals but a 
whole system of loot and murder 
supported by the German High 
Command and in accord with the 


Fuehrer's gangster spirit and plans 
of war till annihilation.

Capture of those two cities, it 
was said, would enable the Red 
Army to retake the important frail 
and industrial center of Kharkov, 
415 miles south of Moscow, and re- 
gain control of the Donetz. 

Kuibyshev reported that the So- 
viets now hold the entire eastern 
bank of the Mius River, in the Tag- 
anrog sector 40 miles west of Ros- 
tov along the Black Sea.

KILL 1,000 GERMANS 

The regular morning communique 
broadcast by the Moscow radio said 
that in the Stalinogorsk area, 130 
miles southeast of Moscow, units 
commanded by Maj. Gubov drove 
the Germans from several villages 
and killed more than 1,000 soldiers 
and officers. 

The radio also described condi- 
tions on the frigid front where, it 
said: “Axis troops tremble. Their 
teeth chatter. They sit down and 
cry. It is not pity, because these 
beasts do not know pity, they cry 
because they are cold. The Italians 
are less resistant. They died like 
flies when the cold came at Rostov. 
The Germans are more resistant 
and sometimes are able to make 
jokes about General Winter.’ But 
for how long will they go on joking? 
The Russian winter is on the of- 
fensive now.” 

Kuibyshev reported that the So- 
viets now hold the entire section of 
the highway between Tula, 110 
miles south of Moscow, and Ser- 
pukhov, 55 miles south of Moscow, 
following a successful breakthrough 
to the road. 

At Kalinin, 95 miles northwest of 
Moscow, the Germans were report- 
ed to have suffered heavy losses 
with the Red Army still on the of- 
fensive and capturing several more 
villages. 

Recapture of Tikhvin, 125 miles 
east of Leningrad, destroyed a dan- 
gerous German threat to complete 
the encirclement of the second So- 
viet city and, Kuibyshev reported, 
the Soviet Leningrad armies now 
“are not only capable of defense 
but also can go into powerful of- 
fensive action.”

Italian Americans are demanding the arrest of Musso- 
lini’s fifth column editors in New York, who are supporting 
Japan against the United States. 

Yesterday Gino Bardi, editor of the anti-fascist news- 


paper, “L’Unita del Popolo,” voiced this demand at a well- 
attended press conference in his e 


ofice at 80 East 11 St. 

Bardi showed newspapermen 
copies of “Il Grido della .Stirpe,” 
fascist organ published at 225 
Lafayette St., containing the most 
treasonable propaganda. The fas- 
cist paper, edited by Domenico 
Trombetta, backed Japan against 
the United States and supported 
the sinking of American ships 

Bardi read off a list of the anti- 
Amreican writers in “Tl Grido della 
Stirpe” (“The Cry of the Race“), 
then said: 

“We call for the arrest of 
these people and the suppression 
of their press in the interest of 
national defense.” 


Mussolini’s agents do not repre- 
sent the millions of Italian Amer- 
icans, said Bardi. 

Jam convinced,” he declared, 
“that all Italian Americans are 
behind the war effort. They will 
support the United States 100 
per cent in the armed forces and 
the factories.” 

Italians, who refuse to fight for 
fascism, will fight in the trenches 
of democracy with the heroism 
showed by the followers of Gast 
baldi, he said. 

Support of the war effort, how- 
ever, requires the suppression of 
Mussolini’s agents in America, the 
editor pointed out. 

Trombetta’s paper was  estab- 
lished in New York in 1922, shortly 
after Mussolini marched on Rome, 
said Bardi. 

For 19 years, continued Bardi, the 
fascist paper has been operating 
as an anti-American organ. 

Just one day before the Japanese 
attack on America, II Grido della 
Stirpe” brazenly backed the Far 
Eastern aggressors. Trombetta on 
Dec. 6 denounced American “for- 
eign policy” “beyond all reason and 
control” and brazenly asserted that 
“the Japanese diplomats are doing 
all that is humanly possible to avoid 
war.” 

Trombetta went so far as to pre- 
dict victory for Japan against 
America. 

Such talk is treasori. 

Trombetta’s paper chuckled over 
the sinking of American ships in 
the previous issue. 


TREASONABLE CARTOON 


Bardi showed reporters a cartoon 
fn “Grido della Stirpe” of Nov. 29 
showing two mines talking to each 
other in mid-ocean. One fascist 
mine is saying to the other: “Maybe 
we'll even meet some Americans 
ships; we'll greet them with grand 
explosions!” 

Vwlent anti-Semitism runs 
through the fascist organ. For in- 
stance Secretary of State Cordell 
Hull is abused in the Nov. 29 issue 
for receiving an American Hebrew 
medal and Lindbergh is lauded in 
the Sept. 27 issue for his anti- 
Jewish statements.

$25,000 Voted for Sirens; 
Blackouts Planned Soon

The New York City administration moved swiftly yes- 
terday to improve its air raid warning service to prepare 
for night blackouts as protection against. hostile Axis air- 
craft and organize the entire population on a 100 per cent 


all-out war footing. 

The Board of Estimate, by unani- 
mous vote, appropriated $25,000 for 
the purchase of special air raid 
warning sirens with tremendous 
sound volume and other urgent 
Civilian defense equipment. 

Acting Mayor Newbold Morris in- 
troduced the emergency resolution 
on the appropriation. 

Persistent rumors that the city 
was ordered blacked out last night 
from 659th St. south as a practice 
measure without warning were 
flatly denied by Morris. 

PLAN BLACKOUTS 


Practice blackouts were being 


planned in many buildings and in 


small areas to give occupants of 
the buildings and air raid and fire 
wardens necessary practical train- 
ing for an emergency. 

The Acting Mayor conferred all 
morning at police headquarters 
with Police Commissioner Valen- 
tine and Civilian Defense officials 
in an effort to improve the air 
raid precaution communications 


fore the alert is sounded are the 
schools, haspitals and institu- 
tions,” Morris said. 

He sald he was having an investi- 
gation made to determine the cost 
and time needed to set up a special 
alarm communication for schools 
and other public institutions to 
eliminate the necessity of warning 
of an emergency by telephone. 
Morris said if the special a 
system cannot be set up quickly 
steps will be taken to close all in- 
coming telephone calls so the alarm 
calls will have priority. 

PHONES JAMMED 

He revealed that during one of 
the air raid alerts the switchboards 
of some schools were jammed with 
incoming calls from parents. In 
one case, he said, a telephone at a 
school was jammed by a call from 
a woman in New Hampshire mak- 
ing inquiries about her daughter. 
Schools and public institutions, 
the Acting Mayor explained, should 
get a 20 minute warning prior to 
the alert if possible. . . 

A method of quicker communica- 
tions and a warning signal system, 
it was explained, can be seb up in 


> 


a “very few days.” 

Part of. the $25,000 appropriated 
by the Board of Estimate for emer- 
gency civilian defense will be used 
for the immediate setting up of air 
raid sirens having a Vast coverage. 

Two types of stationary sirens, a 
revolving one and a long range 
siren, are being considered by local 
defense authorities. 


Morris saig he approved the in- 
stallation of a special type of siren 
having a sound range of twenty 
miles, This type of siren would 
take the place of the sirens of the 
Police and Fire Department cars 
now being used. 


“Great progress is being made 
in plans for blackout of the city 
as air raid defense precaution,” 
Morris said. 

He said the preoedure will be 
announced first and the wardens 
will be sent around to advise peo- 
ple in homes and buildings of it. 

“There will be no throwing of 
switches,” Morris said explaining 
such action would stop operation of 
elevators and other necessary 
mechanical devices. 

He urged that the people coop- 
erate on a voluntary basis with the 
defense authorities and either turn 
out lights or black out windows 
with curtains when the blackout 
alarm is given. There will be a 
number of practice blackouts. 


The city, it was announced, has 
only half the number of air raid 
wardens needed. One hundred and 
twenty thousand are needed, but it 
is estimated the warden corps will 
be recruited to proper strength 
within a few days. 

Morris advised housewives seeking 
information to blackout their homes 
at night with heavy black cloth se- 
cured by thumbtacks to the win- 
dows when the air raid alarm 
sounds. This would be sufficient to 
keep the light from showing out- 
side. 

Shortly after noon Morris met 
with longshoremen of the Interna- 
tional Longshoremen Association on 
Pier 57. Joseph P. Ryan, president 
of the union, called the men to- 
gether to organize an auxiliary fire 
fighting brigade to protect the 
waterfront.

Rumors Which

[t would be dangerous for the security 
of America to be caught off guard by Ber- 
lin’s announcement that the Nazis have no 
"strategic ambitions” on the Soviet front 
this winter.

Nevertheless, some newspapers and 
other circles, are trying to create the im- 
pression that the war on the Soviet front is 
temporarily over.

This dangerous note was sounded in 
the press yesterday. 

A Pravda editorial yesterday decisively 
exposed this propaganda for what it is: 
Hitler is dreaming aloud in the pres- 
ence of some correspondents of the Swiss 

spaper Berner Tageblatt, which alleged:

“peace” rumors, for they help only Hitler. 
The war is very much on at the Soviet front 
as the dispatches show. The Red Army is 
still bearing the brunt of the main land 
power of the Axis, almost alone. In fact, 
the danger on the Soviet front is greater 
than ever. For while the Red Army is en- 
gaged on a 2,000-mile front against the 
Nazis, it must be ready against the Japanese 
militarists who are poised at Siberia and 
Vladivostok to begin another land offensive 
against the Soviet and the other anti-Axis 
countries. 

The Soviet Union, as does its British 
Allies, needs more tanks and planes than 
ever, all of which it is putting to excellent 


use against the common Axis foe. As 


President Roosevelt appropriately pointed 
out Tuesday night, the battle of production 
in the factories of the United States must be 
won for every nation fighting the Axis as 
well as for America’s own armed forces. 
Any talk of a separate “peace” under 
these circumstances borders on treason, 
seeks to block the policy of the national 


government and the American people. It 


is a copperhead argument endangering the 
national existence of our country now under 
grave attack by the Rome-Berlin-Tokio 
enslavers. 


A Disservice by the NAM 


» The National Association of Manufac- 
turers has been properly rebuked by Presi- 
dent R. J. Thomas of the Auto Workers for 
attacking President Roosevelt’s reported de- 
cision to vall a government-labor-employer 
conference. 

The NAM’s insistence that the Senate 
go through with anti-labor legislation, is 
rightly characterized by Thomas as “endan- 
gering national unity and obstructing indus- 
trial peace.” 

The proposed government-labor-employer 
conference could be a tremendous factor in 
the country’s war drive. To be fully effec- 
tive, however, it is not cnough for any board 
that might be set up to concern itself solely 
with the settlement of industrial disputes. 
The board should have as its purpose the 
working out. of joint administrative plans 
for all defense industries as proposed by 
President Philip Murray of the CIO. 

Another War Labor Board like that of 
the last war is not sufficient to meet 
the present emergency. The country needs 
something more than that. What is needed 
is an administrative set-up for war produc- 
tion in which the powerful labor Movement 
will have a responsible voice.

Milk and Morale 

From Chicago, the Department of Agri- 
culture stated yesterday that milk prices 
paid to the farmers are much higher than 
one year ago. Whatever may be the truth 
in that announcement, every American 
householder knows painfully from his 
pocketbook that the retail price of milk for 
his home is at impossible heights. 

The whole business has become so seri- 
ous that it can no longer be met with the 
dilly-dallying with which it has been treated. 
Wrangling about whether the farmer gets 
too / much or whether there is too much com- 
petition from cheese and other like products 
will not feed the babies, the young people 
and the workers of this nation. 

A sharp cut in prices on such essential 
foods as milk is a prerequisite to proper na- 
tional morale. As William Z. Foster said 
in his summary report to the National Com- 
mittee of the Communist Party on Sunday: 
“Healthy, well-fed and well-cared-for work- 
ers are vitally essential for national defense 
and our aim must be to see that such con- 
ditions obtain.” And this observation ap- 
plies to the worker’s entire family. 

Any further delay in adopting 3 genuine 
price control bill in Congress will only serve 
to hinder national defense. The fine unani-

can now be carried over into the considera- 
tion of those measures which will make the 
war fully effective. High among such meas- 
ures stands rigid and sweeping price con- 
trol. The core of the reason for high milk 
prices and those of other like products is 
profiteering by the big monopoly units in 
the various industries.

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One War: On the Eastern 
Front and in Far East; 
Lozovsky Trims Goebbels

PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT in his radio broadcast to the 
nation Tuesday night made it clear that America is 


now in an all-out fight against the Axis, and that.a blow 
against the fascist powers anywhere on earth is a blow in 
defense of America. 


This is something which some sections of the American press 
seem unwilling to emphasize, judging by the way they have been 
underplaying the news from the Eastern Front. The heroic war of 
the Russian people is directed against the Axis powers, and the vie- 
tories which the Red Army is now achieving against the Nazis are 
part of the fight of the United States against the Japanese imperialists. 

The Nazis have announced that they will dig in for the winter on 
account of the inclement weather. However, as the Daily Worker's 
Veteran Commander points out, it takes two to “discontinue” opera- 
tions and it is clear that the Russians will have—in fact, are having 
—something to say about the matter. 

Hence dispatches and official communiques and statements from 
the Eastern Front will continue in the future, as in the past, to have 
the utmost significance for the millions throughout the world. 
And no amount of conscious und ying by some American news- 
papers of the momentous events on the Eastern, Front should be per- 
mitted to take the edge off the people’s interest in—and support for— 
the struggle of the Red Army against the Axis powers.

It is in this connection that an article in the current issue of 
Collier’s assumes.most timely significance. The article is by Quentin 
Reynolds, ace correspondent, who gives his personal impressions of 
S. A. Lozovsky, Vice-Commissar for Foreign Affairs of the USSR. 
and spokesman for the Soviet Information Bureau. 

Reynolds's article is chock full of personal detail about Lozovsky’s 
lifé in the revolutionary movement, but space limitations restrict me 
to a few of the salient points. 

_ Lomvsky, Reynolds says, occupies much the seme position in Mos- 
cow as Goebbels oceupies in Berlin. But “there is one difference be- 
tween them,” the correspondent observes. “Goebbels deals in lies; 
Lozovsky tells the truth.” 

This fact has been personally established by millions of readers 
of the world press who from their own experience have convinced 
themselves of the utter reliability of Soviet statements on the progress 
of the war on the Eastern Front. Conversely, miilions—if they didn’t 
know it before—now realize that Goebbels’s outfit is precisely what 
it is called, a “propaganda bureau.” 

Lozovsky’s name is today known to the entire world. His keen 
and witty comment has been found quotable even in headlines, as when 
he once described a Nazi assault as a “washout.” Lozovsky’s wit is 
an expression of the general strength. and confidence of the Soviet, 
people. He has already defeated Goe on his own front, not only 
because by the side of him Goebbels is a ectual pigamy, but. 
because he can afford to tell his people—and the world—the truth. 

This is something which would be disastrous to the perfidious Nazis 
and their Axis partners.

Construction 
Costs 


Hollywood studios probably do 
more construction work than any 
other mdustry of the same financial 
dimension. Every year sees scien- 
tific improvements demanding new 
sound stages and new production 
materials. In 1939-1940, for in- 
stance, Hollywood construction costs 
came to $4,000,000. 

Even then, the pinch of priorities 
was being felt.
